After two years of easy winters, this year’s 
cold temperatures and deep snows have taken 
their toll on the county’s deer herd. 

Ray Perez, local DNR wildlife biologist, said 
a good number of younger fawns have been lost. 
Six weeks of severe cold beginning at the end of 
December along with heavy snowfall made it 
rough on the young deer. Perez also said dogs 
have contributed in the killing of the deer. Dog 
owners should keep pets tied up until all snow is 
melted from the woods. 

Perez said the young deer are still in stress 
and a couple of cold nights could kill more of 
them. He said the weekend high winds and cold 


temperatures didn’t help. 

Adult deer have fared better. Most of the 
adult deer checked by Perez this winter have 
adequate fat. Fetuses checked from female 
road-killed deer have been on schedule for 
weight and size. 

Perez said every township in the county lost 
young deer but the Manistee River area from 
Deward to Sharon was hit especially hard. He 
said in the northern part of the county a feot and 
a half of snow remains - making it difficult on 
deer. In the south part of the county, some bare 
farm fields exist but snow in woods still 
measures 8-12 inches.

Opposition Grows Against 
Lewiston Sewage Proposal 


By Jon Thompson 

The list of groups opposing 
a sewage facility proposed 
for Albert Township grows 
with the addition of the 
AuSable North Branch Area 
Association, 

The North Branch Asso- 
ciation went on record Mar- 
ch 25 as unequivocately op- 
posing the plans to build a 
drainfield on a five-acre site 
about three and a half miles 
southwest of Lewiston. 

Tne Zoenemper group 
feels that even a sewage 
facility using the latest tech- 
nology could contaminate 
the AuSable North Branch 
and its tributaries. 

Albert Lilly, Jr., president 
of the group, also objected to 
the proposed monitoring of 
the sewage treatment 
facility. 


He said giving the Village 
of Lewiston or a Sewage 
Management Authority the 
responsibility for 
monitoring, controlling, and 
testing places the respon- 
sibility in the hands of per- 
sons less likely to be affected 
by a malfunction in the 
system than downstream 
riparian owners. He further 
noted no specific plans have 
been developed yet concer- 
ning monitoring the system. 

The North Branch Asso- 
ciation joins the Crawford 
County Board of Com- 
missioners, the Lovells 
Township Board, and two. 
groups of nearby residents to 
the site, the Concerned Citi- 
zens of Cobb Creek and Twin 
Lake Homeowners 
Association, in opposing the 
plans to build a $3-4 million 


sewage facility in the Cobb 
Creek area. 

The Dept. of Natural 
Resources assured the 
Crawford County Com- 
missioners in a letter that 
the sewage facility is not 
past the planning stage yet. 
The Chief of the Water 
Quality Division of the DNR 
said a hydrological study has 
to be completed before a 
special use permit could be 
issued for the state forest 
land. He also said that near- 
by property owners to the 
site has also threatened a 
court injunction to halt the 
project. Either way he said 
the project is not past the 
point of no return and the 
DNR will require tests show- 
ing the ground water near 
the facility is adequately: 
protected.

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‘A series of proposals to streamline 
environmental regulations - some 
requiring legislation - that suppor- 
ters say would not weaken protec- 
tions, has been submitted to Gover- 
nor William G. Milliken for review 
and approval. 

Lieutenant Governor James 
Brickley, head of the regulatory 
review task force, said if Milliken 
approves the proposals the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources will 
begin instituting them either 
through the administrative rules 
process, drafting proposed statutes 
or changing internal policies. 

The proposals deal with a number 
of environmental quality areas, in- 
cluding water and air pollution con- 
trols and waste disposal rules. 

Some of the changes would cut 
back on requiring filings of water 
discharge reports, streamline the 
permit process, allow the Air Pollu- 
tion Control Commission to set 
reasonable emission limits on “‘less 
stringent sources,” eliminate the 
licensing of non-toxic waste transfer 
facilities, eliminate dual regulation 
of some waste hauling firms and 
eliminate or modify rules dealing 
with a municipal junk car centers. 

The recommendations also call for 
a new codification of the state’s én- 
vironmental protections laws. 

Milliken called for such a re-codifi- 
cation in his State of the State ad- 
dress in January. 

Brickley said the proposals will 
“contribute in a significant way to 
easing regulatory burdens while sus- 
taining Michigan’s nationally 
recognized environmental protec- 
tion efforts,”

munications system by the 
Legislative Office of Science Ad- 
visor found many critical questions 
remain unanswered and suggested it 
may not be needed anyway because 
new alternative technology could be 
available in about the same time it 
would take to build the project. 

The project is currently proposed 
to be located in the Upper Peninsula 
and tied to existing facilities in Clam 
Lake, Wisconsin. 

The science office said because the 
design has been so considerably 
altered from original designs, the 
Navy could reconsider other 
locations, including the Winconsin 
site, which would be*more cost- 
aoe and more quickly construc- 
ted, 

The science advisor noted Project 
ELF is not projected to be 
operational until at least 1987 and 
says a new blue-green laser system 
would provide similar communica- 
tions by the 1990’s, and maybe 
sooner. 

The ELF system, is a one-way link 
to submarines, alerting them in the 
event of nuclear war. 

The science office noted unanswer- 
ed questions include how effective 
the system will perform, and 
possible harmful effects of the low 
frequency radiation. 

The report said an independent 
committee of experts should be ap- 
pointed to monitor construction and 
operation and a 1977 commitment 
by the Navy to shut down the 
project if harmful biological effects 
should be extended to cover all other 
negative effects not yet forseen. 

The new proposals of the project 
are currently under study by the 
Dept. of Natural Resources and the 
Michigan Environmental Review 
Board.

Snowmobiling, boat 
facilities, and highway 
signing were three areas ad- 
dressed at the seminar. 

Panelists said our area 
could attract more snowmo- 
bilers because of the large 
amount of state land, good 
terrain, and closeness to 
metropolitan areas. They 
said five problems with local 
and state regulatory agen- 
cies hurt snowmobiling. 

1) Law enforcement agen- 
cies interpret laws differen- 
tly throughout the area. 
They also said issuance of 
tickets seem to prevail over 
warning snowmobilers. 

2) Some counties 
designate roads open to 
snowmobilers while other 
counties do not. 

3) Grooming of trails costs 
exceed state reimburse- 
ment. ; 

4) City ordinances allow- 
ing ingress and egress for 
snowmobilers using city 
motels are not standard or 
well-known, 

5) The panelists felt the 
state wasn’t returning 
enough of the snowmobile 
registration fees to the DNR 
for snowmobile programs. 

Discussing boat facilities, 
the panel felt the state may 
have to allow more private 
businesses to operate 
boating docks and marinas 
to keep up with the demand. 

In highway signing, they 
felt the state should allow 
more tourist attraction signs 
along public right-of-ways 
and modify sign laws to in- 
clude a zone where com- 
munity ads didn’t have to 
compete with national ad- 
vertising.
